BAPTISTS ARE WARNED 
TO EDUCATE MINISTRY 


‘Old Heresy’ Is Scored. by 
New Yorker at St. — 
Louis Meet. 


ST. LOUIS, 
“old heresy” that education and spir- 
ituality do not mix still plagues the 
Baptists, the Rev. F. W. Padelford 
told the Northern Baptist convention 
today. 

Padelford, of New York, a repre- 
sentative of the Baptist council on 
Christian education, warned that the 
church would lose its young people un- 
less it insisted upon an educated min- 
istry. 

“Two centuries ago there was a 
period of formalism in the religious 
life in America and spirituality was 
at a low ebb in the churches,” said 
Padelford. “The Baptists were ardent 
evangelists and they were despised by 
the churches of the standing order. 
These uneducated Baptist leaders be- 
lieved the reason the other preachers 
had little spiritual life was because 
they were educated. Then arose the 
idea \.u.:.4 has been handed on among 
Baptists ever since of the  incom- 
patibility of education and _  spirit- 
uality. 

“There are hundreds of Baptist 
churches today that would prefer a 
partially trained minister to an edu- 
eated man for‘that very reason. For 
an explanation we must go back to 
t' t «ld heresy of ours about educa- 
tion and spirituality.” 

Padelford disclosed that a survey 
cf colleges showed fewer Baptist stu- 
dents in relation to church member- 
ship than other denominations, notably 
the (Congregational, Methodist and 
Presbyterian. And the percentage of 
college and seminary trained minis- 
ters also showed the Baptists trailing, 
he said. 

“Our old fear still persists,” he con- 
cluded. “As Baptists we cannot hope 
to hold our young educated people un- 
less -e have educated ministers and 
unless our ministers are educated they 
will not inspire their young people to 
go on to higher education. We are in a 


' vicious circle out of which we must 
| break.”

LINT LEAF WORM 
FOUND IN SOUTH 


Growers Advised To 
pare To Fight 


Pest. 


WASHINGTON, May 20—(>)— 
Agriculture department entomologists 
said today the cotton leaf worm has 
broken all records for an early ap- 
pearance in the United States with the 
report of a half-grown worm feund 
at Port Lavaca, Texas, on May 5. 

The department declined to forecast 
possible damage from the worm this 
year but said “In the past, however, 
an early start has generally been fol- 
lowed by heavy and widespread infes- 
tations in July, August and Septem- 
ber. Cotton growers are advised to be 
on the lookout for this pest and to be 
prepared to fight it.” 

Last year, the scientists said, the 
damage caused by leaf worm was much 
greater than ust@§l because of its early 
appearance and widespread distribu- 
tion.

His bid of four 
clubs wcs unwarranted. West had a 
close question to decide over South's 
three diamond bid. Three spades was 
tempting, but his pass was sounder, 
his partner not having rebid the 
spade suit. 

South opened the ace of diamonds 
and, after a look at the dummy, 
peomeey shifted to the eight of clubs. 

e had only to remember declarer’s 
raise in that suit to realize that de- 
clarer had at least three clubs, which 
would leave North with a singleton. 
Declarer, fearing that North held the 
club king and that the eight was a 
singleton, went up with dummy’s ace 
to prevent a ruff. He figured that if 
the trump finesse against the king 
lost it would lose to South and, in 
that event, South would be unable 
to put his partner on lead for the 
feared club ruff. 

His plan went much astray, how- 
ever, when South won the king of 
trumps, laid down the club king, and 

roceeded to give Nomh a club ruff 
or the setting trick! 

The flaw in declarer’s reasoning 
was this. -If, as he feared, North had 
held the club king doubly guarded 
and South the trump king, the con- 
tract could not have been made! 
South hardly would win his trump 
king at the first opportunity. He 
would wait until dummy was reduced 
in trumps. Suppose declarer, after 
winning the ace of clubs on the first 
lead of the suit, had returned to his 
hand with a high heart, ruffed his 
remaining diamond, and then taken 
the spade finesse. South would hold 
off and win the second ‘rump lead, 
then would force declarer to trump a 
diamond, Déeclarer’s last trump would 
be used up in drawing the advefse 
trumps, and the club suit still would 
not be established, and would be with- 
out entry, as well. Nor would it have 
availed declarer to win the ace of 
clubs and lead trumps without wor- 
rying over his losing diamond. Again, 
South would wait for the second 
round of the suit before taking his 
king, and then he would return a 
trump, knocking out dummy’s last 
one. When North should get in with 
the club king he then could cash a 
diamond for the setting trick. 

Far-sighted analysis would have 
shown declarer that the club finesse 
was unavoidable, and by taking it he 
would have made his ¢ontract with 
ease.

Narrangansett bay had learned the 
English greeting, and we are told that 


it was used to address Roger Williams i] 


and his comrades as they paused be- 
side a flat rock during their canoe 
journey down the Seekonk river and 
to the head of the bay. 

Because of the greeting, the flat 
rock later came _ to own as 
“What-cheer rock.” 

Then the white men paddled north- 
ward up Salt river, until their jour- 
ney came to an end on the eastern 
bank of that river. At the place they 
landed, there was a spring contain- 
ing fine water, and near the spring 
Williams built his home. 

It was a good choice for the site of 
a colony. The ground was aay high, 
and the soil was rich. Oak and cedar 
trees gave a supply of lumber . 
building houses. , clams and oys 
ters could: be. obtained from the Salt 
river. In the woods were deer, wild 
turkeys and other game. |

Indians gave them a meal of boiled 
bass and succotash. On that\day the 
natives were friendly to Roger Wil- 
liams, and the same friendship lasted 
during all the years of béis life, even 
when there was warfare between the 
tribes and the white settlers of New 
England. 

illiams paid for the land oa 
which his colony. was located. It is not 
clear just how the buying was done, 
or what amount was paid, The min- 
ister left notes which tell us that he 
made gifts to the Indians, and that 
they made gifts of land te him—which 
would amount to a sale of a sort. A 
deed still exists which was dated for 


March 24, “the second year of the 
plantation or planting at Moshassuck 
‘or Providence.” This deed says that 
'“the two chief sachems of Narragan- 
| sett’? had turned over a stretch of land 
'to Williams two years before. The 
‘chiefs signed it by making marks, one 
an arrow, the other a bog. 
| The Indian name of the place was 
Moshassuck, but this was ehanged to 
Providence. The tiny village which 
Williams and his friends started three 
centuries ago was to grow into _ ae 
ent-day Providence, capital and . 
est city of Rhode Island. 
After Williams had built a smal} 
house, he was joined by his wife, who 
came from from Salem with their two 
gmall children—Mary. who was two 
ears of age, and Freeborn, who was 
than a year old. There also came 
other settlers from Salem, three fam- 


ies. 
Ten-acre lots were laid out for the 
settlers, and in front of the houses 
ran what was called Towne street— 
later Main street.
